.day  morning  at  the  15tii  Street  bridge  . 
.yarning,  motorists  and'' pedestrians  of  the 
danger.  He  noted  oil  barrels  and  drums, 
little  shacks,  new  railroad  ties  and 
posts,  and  logs  and  driftwood  floating- 
dewh  the  river.  -
